At  that 
time  S.I.  already  became  a  strong  People* s  movement  and  the 
Sjarikat  Islam  Central  Committee  was  established  as  the  Su¬ 
preme  Organisation  of  the  local  Committees  of  Sjarikat  Is* 
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laas  which  mushroomed  throughout  the  country.  The  character¬ 
istic  was  still  Social -economical  with  national  ami  reli¬ 
gious  spirit.

Central  Committee  met  with,  the  '/putaki/  Governor  General., 

In  the  ensuing  conversation  agreement  was  evident  on  the 
constitution  of  S.X.  which  aimed  at  the  raising  of  the  Peo¬ 
ple’s  standard  on  education  and  economy.  But  before  any  d*: 
o.t  si  on  could  be  taken,  the  government  wished  to  observe  an-, 
wished  to  request  the  consideration  of  the  government  ad¬ 
visers.  On  30  June  193-3  a  government  decision  was  receive 
-in  which  was  stated:  "S.X.  cannot  be  legalised".  Not  be¬ 
cause  the  Government  did  not  agree,  but  because  the  Const- 
tut ion  contained  a  provision  that  Indonesian  nationals  who 
could  become  members  of  s.l.  must  have  already  reached 
the  age  of  18  years.  And  the  second  reason,  was:  that  the  Go 
vernaent  was  not  convinced  that  the  s.l.  Central  Committee 
had  the  ability  to  control  its  members,  particularly  the 
common  people  who  did  not  have  any  education  whatsoever. 

During  that  time,  the  membership  increased  daily  and 
because  of  moral  and  physical  pressure  was  applied  by  the 
rules,  excesses  (unexpected  incidents)  arose  in  some  place 
like  Djambij,  Borneo,  Remb&ng  (Lasem)  and  others.  But  it  di  , 
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not  affect  &»!*,  particularly  because  the  Central  Cocami fe¬ 
tes  was;  not  responsible  .for  those  local  incidents*
